THE CRIMINAL LAW ( AMENDMENT) ACT, 2013 
No. 13 OF 2013

AN ACT further to amend the Indian Penal Code , the Code of Criminal Procedure , 

1973 , the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 and the Protection of Children from Sexual 
Offences Act, 2012 . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixty - fourth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY

1. ( 1 ) This Actmay be called the Criminal Law (Amendment) Act, 2013 . 
( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force onthe 3rd day of February , 2013. 

CHAPTER II

The Forum shall communicate its decision to the complainant and the licensee through a speaking 
order . The directions issued by the Forum shall be binding on the licensee . The licensee shall 
comply with either the order of the Forum within 45 days or the order of the Commission under 
Regulation 5.3 within 21days from the date of receipt of the order . In appropriate cases , 
considering the nature of the case the Forum , upon the request of the licensee, may extend the 
period of compliance of its order up to a maximum of three months under intimation to the 
complainant.

Amendment to Chapter 4 of Regulations : 


In the Principal Regulations, under Chapter 4 , the Regulation 4.28 shall be substituted as under: 
“ 4.28 The Electricity Ombudsman shall decide thematter on the pleadings of the parties, after 

providing them an opportunity of being heard . The Electricity Ombudsman shall communicate 
the decision with detailed reasoning which he thinks fair in the facts and circumstances of a case. 
A copy of the communication shall be sent to the complainant and the licensee concerned . The 
directions issued by the Ombudsman shall be binding on the licensee. The licensee shall comply 
with either the order of the Ombudsman within 45 days or the order of the Commission under 
Regulation 5.3 within 21days from the date of receipt of the order. In appropriate cases, 
considering the nature of the case the Ombudsman , upon the request of the licensee,may extend 
the period of compliance of its order up to a maximum of three months under intimation to the 
complainant
